@rable danger, especially to them. They 
left their respective countries as Slaves ; 
and, should their old Masters hear of their 
feturn, it is probable that they would strive 
to regain possession of them. ‘They con- 
tider it possible that this may happen ; but 
they count not their lives or liberty dear 
to them, so that they may tell their coun- 
trymen the glad tiding of salvation.” 

On their journey with Mr. Cates, very 
promising opportunities of usefulness open- 
ed before them; and, on their return, 


visted her during her illness, | am convin- 
ced that her faith. was wonderfully. strong, 
and her death traly triumphant.” 

A few lines, written daring her short ill- 
mess, and found by Mr. Jesty after her 
death, sufficiently attest ber maturity ef 
preparation for a better world:— 

**O God, my Saviour, and my All! it is 
in Thy wisdom, that Thou layest me low, 
on a bed of sickness «#1 of pain—Thon 
alone knowest whether it is on a bed of 
death. 1 prsine to lie passive to Thy will 
—with no impatient anxiety, either fer 
life or death ; fully assured that Thou or- 
derest all things well! But, dearest 5Sa- 
viour, the love which Thou hast manifest- 
ed for sucha sinful worm as | am, makes 
me ashamed of my ingratitude. For this 
and numberless other transgressions, | can 
only look unto Thee, with the Pablican, 
and cry, God be merciful to me a sinner !” 

Mr. Bull writes of her— 

“ Not many hours before she died, I 
conversed with her. Her testimonies to 
the faithfulness of her Saviour, in her dy- 
ing hour, were very encouraging to our 
drooping hearts. Her language was, “‘Je- 
sus is mine, and [ am bis, and I am happy!” 
Many gracious words, which dropped like 
honey from her lips, will be long remem- 
bered. ‘Thus droeped one of the fairest 
flowers of the Mission !” 

We shall close our account of this devo- 
ted servant of Christ, in the words of Mr. 
During :— 

“Mrs. Jesty was a woman, whose equal, 
in every point belongiug to a Christian 
Life, 1 have scarcely seen. Her piety and 
amiable behavior were such as drew the 
immediate notice of every Christian. She 
was a Character, that could not but be, at 
first ‘ight, admired and highly esteemed; 
and was an ornament both in the Church 
of Christ and to our Society. 





Mr. Cates bore the following testimony 
concerning his companions :— 

“fhad repeated occasion, during ovr! 
Ourvey, to admire the grace of God in| 
soth T'amba and Davis; and hope that, by 
raismg up such men, and opening such 
ways for their exertions, we may conclade 
that it will please God soon to send better 
days for Africa.” 

‘Tamba and Davis have since regularly 
attended the School at Regent’s Town, 
and have visited the sick there. They al- 
sé rendered assistance to Mr. Taylor, at) 
Charlotte, during his illness. By these; 
means they will acquire experience, and| 
be better fitted for their future work a- 
mong their countrymen. 








Unusual Rains and Mortality of the present 
Year. 

‘ Letters of various dates in the monihs of 
April, May, June, July, and August, have 
been received in ‘.ondon at different times, 
from bis Excellency Governor MacCarthy, 
and from the Society’s Missionaries and 
Teachers. Among these have been re- 
cognised, with mourrful associations of 
mind, the hand writing of ene whom we 
must now call the late Chaplain, the Rev. } 
John Collier; and thase of two very esti- 

mable characters, Mr. John BreretonCates, | 
and Mrs. Jesty, who have also been called 
away from their labors. 

The rains of the present year, on the 
Western Coast of Africa, have been unusu- 
ally severe and uninterrapted,beyond those 
of any season in the memory of man ; and 
sickness and mortality have prevailed, 
therefore, more than ordinarily, among 
Natives as well as Europeans. 

Most of these persons connected with 
the Mission, who had arrived in the pre- 
ceding Drys in the Colony, have been at- 
tacked with fever ; aud some of them se- 
verely : but atthe date of the last advices, 
the greater part of the survivors were re-| 
covering. 

Death of Mrs. Jesty. 

At the end of June, both Mr. and Mrs. 
Jesty, were much indisposed. Mrs. Jesty,: 
though near the time of her confinement, 
exerted herself to the last In the Female 
Department of the Colonial or Freetown 
Schools. 

Qn the Ist of July, Mr. Jesty was oblig- 
ed to callin medical aid, as bis fever in- 
creased ; and on the same day, Mrs. Jesty 
was seized with feyer. He himself was 
carried down to the lower part of the) 








house, for the benefit of air, and to leave! 
the upper apartments more retired for his 
wife ; but this proved to be a final separa- 


tion between them for the present world. / 


She had ssid to a person who waited en

A letter from a Clergyman in Goshén, N. Y. 
to the Editor of the Recorder, dated Jan. 7, snys,

DESCRIPTION OF JERUSALEM. 


— 


From the Christian Spectater. 

Mr. Enrror,—-The Missions which have 
lately left this country for the Holy Land, 
and the Sandwich Istands, have excited 
touch interest in the community. Perhaps 
a few remarks on the present condifion of 
these parts of the world may not be unac- 
ceptable to some of your readers,who have 
not attended particularly to the accounts 
already before the public. I send you a 
brief view of the situation of Jerusalem 
and Bethlehem, which has been collected 
from the writings of late travellers; and if 
this should be inserted, an account of the 
Sandwich Isfands may be given in a future 
number. Cc. Y. 

After the destruction of the city of Jeru- 
falem by Titus, it was rebuilt by the Em- 
peror Adrian, A. D. 134. He erected a 
temple to Jupiter Capitolinus, on the ruins 
of the Jewish Temple, and placed a mar-y 
ble hog, an animal detested by the Jews, at 
the south part of the city towards Betble- 
hem. ‘These profanations excited an in- 
surrection among the Jews, and the Empe- 
ror ordered the city to be destroyed, but 
afterwards rebuilt it and called it Celia.— 
The Jews were forbidden under the se- 
verest penalties, to approach, or even look 
at the city, though the Christians were 
permitted to inhabit it. Melena, the mo- 
ther of the Emperor Constantine, visited 
the Holy Land, and erected churches over 
most of the celebrated spots where mira-

The best view of the city, is 
from the Mount of Olives, (the same from 
which Christ viewed Jerusalem, when he 
wept aver it,) which lies about a mile east 
of the city, and is separated from it, by the 
brook Cedron. ‘“ When seen from this 
Mount, Jerusalem presents an inclined 
plain, descending from west to east. An 
embattled wall, fortified with towers, and 
a Gothic castle encompasses the city. The 
houses of Jerusalem, are heavy square 
masses, very low, without chimpies or win- 
dows: (Clarke says, “the lower stories 
have no windows, and those above are latti- 
ced,) they have flatterraces or domes on 
the top, & look like prisons or sepulchres.
